Troop Helps Troops 
Scouts Sending Care Packages Abroad

In late 2004, Dylan DeSilva, a Boy Scout from 
Cape Cod, decided that he wanted to do something for 
troops stationed in Iraq and Afghanistan. Dylan began 
to collect items to be put into care packages that would 
then be sent to soldiers stationed overseas. This simple 
and selfless idea that started as a Boy Scouts' project has 
become nothing less than a movement. Dylan's efforts led 
him to form the non-profit organization "Cape Cod Cares 
For Our Troops." 

Through his organization Dylan has sent parcels 
filled with everything from small treats such as snacks 
and candy bars, to basic necessities like shampoo and 
soap, to donated gifts which have included DVDs and 
portable DVD players giving the soldiers that receive the 
packages a sense of normalcy and the knowledge that 
their sacrifices are appreciated by the people at home. 

To date, Dylan has sent well over a 1,000 care 
packages to the troops. According to Defense Depart- 
ment rules, packages must be sent directly to a specific 
individual and no anonymous parcels can be sent. To that 
end, Dylan has been working with Defense Department 
officials to procure the names of soldier deployed over- 
seas making each parcel a personalized gift. 

Locally, the Boys Scouts of Mattapoisett's Troop 
53 decided to join Dylan in his efforts. The Scouts of Troop 
53, under the supervision of Scoutmaster Ron Ellis, have

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anyone for the FBI," Chief Miller said. "My application 
goes back to prior my becoming chief. It is a ten-week, 
in-house program at Quantico, Virginia and is the pre- 
mier executive law enforcement training program.

490 and 498 Mill Street was proposed for Tabor Academy. 
Mr. Zora said he would like to table this request because 
he is concerned about both load and flow in that area and 
would like to do further research to ensure the sewer line 
can handle these additional connections. 

"This would ... be considered a sewer extension 
and not a sewer connection," Mr. Zora wrote in a memo to 
the board. "Any more sewer extensions should be looked 
at very closely due to questionable plant capacity. A better 
understanding of the (inflow and infiltration) situation 
as well as the load and flow capacities of the treatment 
plant is needed before any sewer extensions should be ap- 
proved." 

The board unanimously voted to table this re- 
quest as recommended by Mr. Zora. 

Lastly the board received a request from Steven 
E. Gibbs of Gibbs Plumbing and Heating to tie his busi- 
ness located at 115 Wareham Street into the sewer line. 

As with the Tabor Academy request, Mr. Zora 
suggested tabling this matter to determine if the plant's 
capacity could handle the additional load. 

"As you know the DTtalia property (adjacent to 
Mr. Gibbs' property) is currently under construction ... so 
I wonder if it would be prudent to allow the (connection) 
so as to avoid digging up the road again in the future?" 
asked Selectman Henry. 

"The Gibbs property is being used as his compa- 
ny office," Selectman Blanchette said. "There are no show-

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ers being taken, there are no washing machines ... so the 
outflow is negligible. This is a convenience so his workers 
can use the toilet without having to use a customer's bath- 
room." 

"This is an extension," said Ms. Enroth- Whitlock. 
"If you allow this extension, how can you say 'no' to the 
next person who comes in with a similar request? We 
have a list of requests and we've (denied them) until we 
can determine the capacity (of our treatment plant)." 

"(Our treatment) plant was designed based on 
load and flow," Mr. Zora said. "If we're not able to handle 
(the additional capacity), we violate our permit and can 
be subject to healthy fines. Our plant is meeting our per-

"I wasn't at the (Special) Town Meeting ... and we 
wanted to know our role with changing the (Personnel) 
By-Laws," Mr. Hughes said. "We weren't aware of the 
(Town Meeting) article." 

"Because it was a personnel matter, (it) should 
have been passed along to (the Personnel Board) to weigh 
in on," Selectman Nunes agreed. "Unfortunately, that 
didn't happen, and on behalf of the Board of Selectmen I 
want to apologize." 

"It was concerning to me that (the by-law change) 
didn't come from the Personnel Board," said Personnel 
Board member Kelly Sullivan-Morgado. "You wouldn't 
want to see zoning changes made that didn't come from 
the Zoning (Board of Appeals)."

SIGNS OF AGINGS 

My 14 year old Jack Russell terrier doesn't sleep well anymore 
but wanders around the house all night. Yesterday I found him 
stuck between the bed and wall. Does he have a brain tumor? 
It is possible that your dog has a tumor, but it is more 
likely that he is simply becoming senile. The brain may 
degenerate before the rest of the body in a dog just as 
in a person. Signs of senility in dogs are associated with 
changes in normal behavior patterns. Wandering at 
night, inappropriate barking, accidents in the house, star- 
ing into space and getting lost all can be signs of degen- 
eration of the brain. 

There are some new treatments available for 
senility in dogs. One is a new prescription diet from 
Hills that is loaded with antioxidants and things like glu- 
cosamine. Surprisingly, we have had some really good 
results where dogs become more playful, alert and more 
like their old selves after a few weeks on this new food.

meeting and the public will be welcome to sit in on those 
proceedings. Selectman McGaffey said they have nar- 
rowed the field down to a "handful of candidates" from 
some 26 applicants and they plan to interview the final 
few very soon. 

Lastly Mr. Hughes noted the Personnel Board 
is seeking annual evaluations of town employees from 
department heads, which will greatly help them in deter- 
mining the step and grade for each position. The deadline 
for submitting these evaluations to the Personnel Board is 
January 31, 2007. 

At 7:25 pm the board met with the members of 
the Board of Assessors (BOA) to continue the Tax Clas- 
sification Hearing begun on October 23, 2006. At that time 
the Assessors were awaiting some final numbers from the 
state. 

"Now that we have all the figures, we can inform 
you that the excess levy capacity of the town is $88,794.15 
(for the fiscal year)," said Assessor John Mello. "Based on 
our calculations, we'll be using about 99 percent of our 
levy capacity, or leaving about one percent on the table. 
We can also say that based on these numbers, our tax rate 
(for 2007) will be $8.96 per $1,000 valuation." 

According to Assessor Jana Cavanaugh, the tax 
bills are projected to be mailed the last week of Novem- 
ber, with payments due by January 1, 2007. These figures, 
though fairly accurate, are also subject to change before 
the final tax bills are mailed to residents.

At 7:30 pm the board met with Kevin Walker of K 
& J Engineering on behalf of his clients Mario DiBona and 
John Stow who are proposing a 34-unit, over-55 housing 
complex near the intersection of New Bedford Road and 
Cushman Road.

American Antics

Borat: Cultural Learnings of America for Make Benefit Glori- 
ous Nation of Kazakhstan. Starring Sacha Baron Cohen and 
Ken Davitian. Directed by Larry Charles. Running time: 84 
minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

Borat made me laugh harder and longer than any comedy since the 
sunnier days of There 's Something About Mary, The Big Lebowski, and 
the South Park movie. Those movies, you will note, were all pre-9/11; 
Borat may be the first true post- 9/ 11 farce, a gleeful monument of anti- 
American contempt, both scorning and in love with our national mood 
of truculent ignorance. When the crude but essentially innocent Kazakh 
TV reporter Borat Sagdiyev (Sacha Baron Cohen) wanders into various 
low-rent American rituals, the bigots and sexists stand and unfold them- 
selves with an air of pride. Most of Borat's scenarios are genuine and 
unscripted — Baron Cohen's character interacts with actual people having 
actual reactions to what he says and does. The results aren't pretty. But, 
as another great comedian once opined, comedy is not pretty. 

Accompanied by portly assistant Azamat (Ken Davitian), who's sort 
of Sancho Panza to Borat's don Quixote, Borat ventures from backwards 
Kazakhstan to New York in search of "cultural learnings" to bring back 
to his people. He finds very little there except a yearning for Pamela An- 
derson, whose bouncy form he spots on Baywatch. Thus, over Azamat's 
objections, the pair leave New York for California, passing through a 
variety of redneck hot spots seemingly handpicked by Baron Cohen for 
the sheer quantity of wrongness they can yield. Borat shows up at a rodeo, 
winning the crowd over by voicing his support of Bush's "war of terror" 
but losing them with the Kazakhstan national anthem, sung to the tune 
of our own but with new lyrics citing Kazakhstan's superior export of 
potassium. 

To what extent is Borat — a mockumentary presuming to place a 
fake character among the unaware — presented in bad faith? Realistically, 
we know that much of what we see was meticulously pre-planned and 
probably set up by Baron Cohen's producers. Ed Gonzalez of Slant has 
theorized that some of Borat's targets, like the rodeo crowd or a Southern 
dinner-party group, seem to turn on him not because he's finally hit their 
tipping point but because they've figured out they're being duped. In that 
respect, Borat is at times a meta-comedy, getting its laughs from the idea 
of what's happening. And occasionally, as with a gentleman at the rodeo 
who agrees with Borat that gays should be lynched, the movie strikes 




chilling gold. 

Borat bumbles over to a group of black guys and asks for pointers to 
be more like them. Then he takes what he's learned into a snobby white 
hotel and is rudely ejected. Borat hasn't much respect for the pale or the 
male: in the most alarming sequence, Borat hitches a ride with a Win- 
nebago of frat boys and listens mostly silently as they expound on how 
women and minorities should be slaves. Do these people forget there's a 
camera on them, or do they just not care? Naively homophobic and anti- 
Semetic, Borat stumbles into situations wherein he interacts, with varying 
degrees of intimacy, with Jews and gays without knowing it. The point is 
clear: his culture has instilled fear and loathing of The Other (including 
Uzbekistan) into him, for no logical reason. And we're meant to see that 
Borat isn't much different from many Americans that way. 

By far the most uproarious sequence — you'll either hit the aisle 
running or hit the floor howling — has nothing much to do with Kazakh/ 
American relations at all: naked Borat and naked Azamat in a hotel room, 
embroiled in a furious wrestling match over the honor of Pamela Anderson. 
I won't spoil it further: like the best comedy bits, just when you think it 
can't get any wilder, it does, and then it keeps going. Some will find it 
too protracted or grotesque; I had trouble breathing. But Borat has more 
on its mind than bare-ass slapstick — it's not Andy Kaufman's Foreign 
Man meets Candid Camera. At its most cutting, it uses the guileless fool 
Borat to lull (or provoke) people into being their ugly real selves. It'll go 
down as some sort of rude punk-rock snapshot of an America that quails 
at two men kissing (Borat favors pecking men on the cheek and lips in 
greeting) but cheers the notion of George W. Bush drinking the blood of 
"every man, woman and child in Iraq." Nope, not pretty at all.

Ecumenical Service 

One hundred and eighty-six years ago on October 
28, 1820, planning began for a Baptist meetinghouse in the 
village of Mattapoisett. The original planning committee 
determined that "the house be opened to any minister of 
any denomination."

The Reverend William Faunce served this church, 
in the Baptist faith, for many years and his descendants 
left a trust fund that the building never be torn down, 
turned into any kind of commercial enterprise, and used 
only for religious, cultural or educational purposes.
